Miles In 50 Hours, Win- 
ning Prize Hung Up

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18. 
3u recognition of Lieut. 
Maynard's wonderful flight 
General Mitchell, head of the 
army air service, tonight 
recommended that the flying 
parson be made a military 
aviator, which

seventy five per cent salary 
increase.

"flying parson" at 1:50 o'clock this 
afternoon brot his airplane to a grace- 
ful landing at Roosevelt field,, thereby 
capturing for the first time in history 
an air victory across the continent 
and back again. 
Maynard's time was 


50 hours for round trip of more than 
5000 miles, or an average of more than 
100 miles an hour. 


He had left Cleveland at 6:56 this 


morning stopping for a half hour as 
required at Buffalo, Rochester 
and 


Binghamton. A rousing reception was 
accorded the airman who Is now con- 
ceded to be America's premier cross 
country flyer. 
Hundreds of persons 


had driven to Roosevelt field hours be- 
fore Maynard's arrival to watch for 
him. 
As the flying parson brot his 


machine to earth, the gathered auto 
mobilists set up a terrific din, with 
their horns.

Lieut. Maynard won the prize offered 
for the flyer crossing the continent 
and returning in the briefest elapsed 
time.

highest. 


"The truth about cold storage !s 


that it Is a very expensive proposi- 
tion and that it necessarily adds t« 
the cost of living because cold air 
Is expensive. 


"A reserve food supply collected 


during periods of plenitude to tide 
ore.r the periods of scarcity is abso- 
lutely necessary, nnd it 
1 !s folly to 


»sy that food should not be stored lo 
avoid the enormous waste of market- 
ing it all within a few w<?e,ks and 
Jor the rest of the year doing with- 
out vegetables, fruits, tneuts and 
ej;gs which we should enjoy daily in 
»eason and out," says Mr. Frank 
Uaackes. vice president American 
Steel and Wire company. 


"Now the problem is how to store 


this food economically and efficient- 
ly? 
The cold storage houses have 


enough to do to take < are of (he re- 
rigerator stuff, but vegetables -mi! 
fruits should be kept In ventilated 
and humidified storage cellars, which 
will keep this food In prime condi- 
tion practically up to the ad\ent of 
the new crop. 
But there is no royal 


road to veomble and fruil ^tmage 
It hac not been done automatically 
and probably never will be, v,h'ch i« 
all the more argument why well- 
equipped storape cellars should be 
constructed and 
put in rliarpe of 


trnined and competent men. 


"Humidity Is of vital importance 


where it is not supplied by natural 
conditions, but moisture is also fatal 
if in excess. 
Now to know where 


the natural conditions are and what 


they are. is a matter of the most 
careful study of soil and a/ourate 
knowledge of climate. 
In order to 


preserve vegetables and fruits tUere 
must he the proper relation between 
temperftturc and moisture. 


"It may bo said gener^ly, how- 


ever, that a storage cellar to be effi- 
cient should have in take pipes to 
let freah air puss over a moisture 
pool and a ventilator pipe lu the top 
which will create the proper current. 


"It is necessary, however, in severe 


weather to intelligently close those 
openings und to open them when 
the weather moderates. This is why 
storage cellars* cannot be made on an 
automatic plan.

ARE OHIO DRYS ASLEEP? - 


Two weeks from next Tuesday 


the people of Ohio will again pass 
judgment on the 
saloon. 
The 


liquor interests will come before 
the bar of public opinion with 
four proposals 
so rotten, so 


inherently vicious, that, we stand 
in awe of the sublime audacity oC 
any group of men who will open- 
ly father them. 


All four of these proposals are 


the result of petitions circulated 
by the brewery interests. Two of 
them are amendments to the con- 
stitution and 
two of them arc 


referendum proposals asking that 
recent acts of the General Assem- 
bly be. set aside in the name of 
lawlessness and 
overt, anarchy. 


The two amendments to the con- 
stitution will form one separate 
ballot and the two referendum 
proposals will constitute another 
separate ballot. 


The. two proposed amendments 


to the constitution ask in 
sub- 


stance first, that the people de- 
fine an "intoxicating liquor" as 
one which contains more than 
two and three-quarters percent al- 
cohol, and second, that the pro- 
hibition clause put in the consti- 
tution last year by the voters be 
repealed. 
The first is wholly at 


variance with every test ever made 
in a chemical laboratory, as the 
fact is notorious that an alcoholic 
liquor containing two and three- 
quarter percent alcohol by weight 
is nearly throe and one-half per- 
cent alcoholic by volume and that 
a one percent alcoholic beverage is 
intoxicating. 
The beer that the 


brewers now ask 
permission to 


make and sell without restraint, 
over Ohio would 
contain a far 


higher percon.ta.gr. or alcohol than 
"war time beer.'' 


Under these 
amendments, if 


sanctioned by the voters and the 
courts, the brewers could usher in 
a regime of liquor swilling that 
•would put to shame everything 
Ohio has known in the past. In- 
toxicants of the "two and throe- 
quarter percent" variety would 
flow as freely as lemonade. Sa- 
loons could be established every- 
where at will. The, old restraints 
would be thrown into the discard. 
The temperance 
work of 
fifty 


years would be obliterated in a 
day. 


It. is frimply the last desperate 


effort, of a criminal crew who have 
nothing to lose and everything to 
•win. Dry voters will vote NO on 
both these proposals. The ballot 
on which they appear is the short- 
er of the two and every voter in

On the other ballot, foisted on

«* 


; the people by the brewing inter- 
lests arc two referendum proposi- 
itions. Both have to do with rc- 
icent acts of the legislature and 
the people regardless of party 
should join in 
upholding 
the 


hands of their lawmakers on both 
•these propositions. 
One is the 


I joint resolution adopted by 
the 


; legislature, last January ratifying 
;the national prohibition amend- 
ment. The members of the legis- 
lature simply acted 
under the 


ipopular 
mandate and 
gave the 


.approval of the state, of Ohio to in- 
serting a clause in the federal eon- 
Jstitution prohibiting the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicants in the 


j nation. 


This art was in.keeping 
with 


that of forty -six out of the forty- 
eight slates in the Union. 
And 


Ohio voters, wet rather than dry, 
should bear this fact in mind—no 
matter what happens in Ohio this 
fall, PROHIBITION IS IN THE 
FEDERAL CONSTITUTOR 
TO 


STAY. 
It has taken sixty years 


of hard, consistent fighting to get 


it, there. It will take at least as 
long to get it out. 


Thirteen states by refusing to 


ratify 
a. repealing 
amendment, 


could keep it there, forever—AND 
THERE

TWENTY-TWO

STATES, states that all the liquor 
forces in the world can never in- 
duce to go back on prohibition. 
They are stales that went, dry, 
most of them years ago, and under 
the most discouraging

devise to

The fact that the brewers are 


dissatisfied with it is its best 
recommendation. 
The fact that 


! the brewers want it repealed gives 
credence to the claim urg-ed by the 
drys for the last twenty-five years 
to the effect that the liquor traf- 
fic is essentially a lawless traffic; 
that it has never respected any law 
made to curb its anarchy and 
minimize its baneful effects on so- 
ciety. 


• It is the 
duty of every 
self- 


respecting, law-abiding voter to 
uphold the hands of the general 
assembly and vote YES on the scc- 
onei, a« well as the first of these 
two acts of the legislature. Both 
wero enacted in obedience to the 
mandate of the people at the polls. 
For the people now to go back on 
the work of their accredited rep- 
rcscnt!iLives would be an example 
of popular fickleness, not to use a 
harsher term, utterly at variance 
with every past, record of the peo- 
ple of this great state. 


Practically every newspaper of

towns, or where he has a gas en- 
gine, water may be used In abun- 
dance. A portion of the water from 
each stroke of the pump is delivered 
to the faucet and tfife remainder into 
on air trap. While the pump is re- 
filling the water from the air trap I» 
bc-ing discharged, giving a steady 
flow at all times and this gives a 
continuous supply for lawn and gap- 
den sprinkling. 


There being no plunger, the opera- 


tion of the pump will not be affected 
by any water containing small quan- 
tities of sand. The same system can 
be used in well, cistern, spring or 
lake. The operation is very simple. 
The air pipe goes down to the wa- 
ter, the water pipe leads up from the 
water. It will operate over any rea- 
sonable distance, downhill or uphill, 
and the water is always fresh from 
the bottom of the well. 


Every country place and every
